health officials 
believe the 
epidemic is now abating, but at the 
same time point out that the great­ 
est danger lies in not obeying the 
quarantine and permitting children 
with sore throats to attend theaters 
and public places. The health board 
believes it would be a good thing if 
a physician were called the «moment a 
sore throat develops. 
Daily children 
are sent home from the schools fol­ 
lowing examinations.

No .matter how gen­ 
erous a supply of gifts some of the 
men may receive from their families 
and friends, it is believed that all 
Red Cross members will want to un­ 
ite in sending each man a Christmas 
packet. 
In order 
that the

eqaully remembered and 
yet that 
there may be * a pleasing variety in 
the packets, 
following 
suggestions 
are made for preparing and assem­ 
bling the Christmas parcels: 
Nothing should go in them which 
will not keep fresh from the time of 
packing until Christmas. 
Dried fruits and other food pro­ 
ducts should be packed in small tin 
or wooden boxes, 
one-quarter to 
one-haK pound size. 
Hard candy, including chocolate, 
would probably be safe in tin foil or 
heavy cardboard, but no soft choco­ 
lates nor anything that could possi­ 
bly be crushed should be used, as the 
remaining contents of the package 
might he spoiled thereby. 
Several dainties packed in oblong 
tin boxes holding each a quarter of a 
pound, will proride a »better variety 
for a packet than a larger quantity 
of a single confection. 
No liquids nor articles packed in 
glass should be placed in the pack­ 
age. 
For wrapping the gifts use a kha­ 
ki-colored handkerchief, twenty-sev­ 
en inches .square, and form the base 
of the packet by placing on the cen­ 
ter of the handkerchief a pad of 
writing-paper about seven by 
ten 
inches. 
Select a variety of articles to an 
amount not exceeding $1.50 and a r­ 
range them on the pad of paper so

mind explaining when, how, or why. 
Get in all the sneers you can at 
any professions of ideal motives. 
If 
you can find any flaw in our democ­ 
racy say that “we are just as bad an 
autocracy as Germany.” 
Use the 
wTord “hypocrisy” at every oppor­ 
tunity. Place the war in as sordid a 
light as possible. 
It is dangerous to denounce the 
United 
States 
directly. 
But rake 
history from end to end for mud to 
throw at the allies. Especially, twist 
the lion’s tail. 
Profess great concern lest sending 
food to Europe will starve America. 
Support 
every embargo 
movement 
that applies to the allied

packing until Christmas. 


Dried fruits and other food pro- 


ducts should be .packed in small tin 
or wooden boxes, 
one-quarter to 


one-halt pound size. 


Hard candy, including chocolate, 


would probably be safe in tin foil or 
ieavy cardboard, but no .soft choco- 
lates nor anything that could possi- 
bly be crushed should be used, as the 
remaining contents of the package 
might be spoiled thereby. 


Several dainties packed in o'blong 


tin boxes holding each a quarter of a
